Watergate Trial Delay Denied

and District Court Judge John J Sirica have rejected 
attem pts by the W atergate cover-up defendants to delay 
their Oct. 1 trial. The appeals court Friday upheld Sirica’s 
refusal to grant the delays, sought on grounds the 
defendants could not get an impartial jury in Washington 
Earlier in the day, Sirica turned down a motion by 
defendant John D. Ehrlichman that the trial should be 
postponed because form er President Richard Nixon 
might be too ill to testify.
